In the afternoon the Rus­ 
sians moved in force on the suloon 
with stones, clubs, shovels, bottles 
and knives, and broke into the sa­ 
loon, but were forced back, and more 
Hungarians coming, the battle was 
renewed iu the roadway. 
Finally the 
Russians were scattered. 
Ovor fifty 
men were more or less hurt, and one 
rioter was stabbed to death.

T h e y del T h e i r l i a r r a c k * o n Fire 


H a l if a x , December 28.—A state of 
semi-mutiny pro vails among the sol­ 
diers quartered in Wellington bar­ 
racks. 
Rad feeling has lieen brewing 
among certain companies for some 
time, and Monday two-thirds of the 
regiment prepared to celebrate Christ­ 
inas, decorated the barracks, and is­ 
sued invitations for a ball in the even­ 
ing. 
The soldiers had boen drinking 
most all the day, and orders were is­ 
sued that no moro liquor should be 
furnished the men of Company G. 
At 6 o’clock the barracks was discov­ 
ered to be on fire. 
The flames were 
soon extinguished, and several sol­ 
diers were arrested, as the work was 
clearly incendiary. 
The whole battalion was called out 
into the exercise ground and orders 
were issued that the ball festivities 
should be indefinitely postponed. The 
men were greatly enraged, and Colo­ 
nel Luck, the commanding otlicer, 
was hooted by the frenzied soldiers.

T h e P o o l V e t o In I to W o r k . 


C h ic a g o , December 2 8 .—O n Jan ­ 
uary 1st an im portant change is to bo 
made in transcontinental passenger 
rates, the requisite ten days notice of 
the advance having been duly given. 
The increase was determined upon at 
the Chicago meeting some weeks ago, 
but there was for a time some uncer­ 
tainty whether it would be carried 
out, owing to the apparent hesitation 
of the Atchison ami Santa Fe Com­ 
pany in the m atter. 
That cor|>ora- 
ation, however, fell into line with the 
result of 
an 
amicable agreement 
among all of the interested transcon­ 
tinental roads. 
California business has develojied 
into enormous figures, ami the roads 
concluded that the tratiic could justly 
bear an advance, as it was being 
done at cheap rates when compared 
with the fares prevailing in other 
sections. The low figures are due to 
the influence oxtemied by the old 
transcontinental war, when the rates 
were pulled down to almost nothing, 
au J only pa'tiallv recovered when 
the Interstate Commerce i*aw caused 
a suspension of hostilities. 
There are only two rates, unlimited 
first-class, which has boon raised in 
most instances, and new secoml-class 
tickets, which correspond with the 
old em igrant or third-class rates. 
Although increases will he found in 
this class in the new schedule, there 
will be only two rates in effect from 
points on the Missouri river to the 
Pacific coast, which will bn $(50 for 
first-class, unlimited, and $85 second- 
class. These will be the figures on 
all transcontinental lines except via 
St. Paul to Oregon and Washington 
Territory. 
Rates between Chicago and San 
Francisco will be: First class, $72.50; 
St. Louis, $07.50; New York, $01; 
Boston $08. These tickets will be un­ 
limited; whereas, at the old rates, 
continuous passage was neoossary. 
The most important advance, how­ 
ever, is in the round trip excursion 
rates, the species of travel which con­ 
stitutes nine-tenths of the business 
now being done by the overland lines 
since the boom begau. These have 
been fixed at $80 between Chieago 
and the Pacific coast, and $60 from the 
Missouri river. These have now been 
advanced from Chicago to $100, and 
from the Missouri river to $80. 
There is this difference, however, 
that nmler the old rule their use was 
confined to certain dates on which 
special trains were run, but by the 
new deai excursion tickets are good 
on any regular daily trains, as some 
of the Chicago roads had contracts 
with Raymond & Whitcomb excursion 
parties under the old rateH and run­ 
ning into February. The Bqiliugton 
and Missouri Pacific, which were not 
so well provided, were granted the 
privilege of running one excursion 
train each at the old rates duringJan- 
uary and February. These over all 
lines will then be on an equality. The 
cream of the excursion business for 
the year has f.lready t>een done, the 
number of tickets sold aggregating 
over 40.000, to which will probably be 
added unring the ensuing two months 
somewhere in the neighlwrhood of 
15,000. 
Tho revenues derived during 
the season from the business by the 
transcontinental lines will closely ap­ 
proach $4,000,000.

HOUSEKEEKING IN GERMANY. 


%Vaa)'m*T1aiit Neeiu K trnnge to I'm o f 
1 a u k c e L a n d . 
In many respeta it is much easier 
to “ keep house” in Germany than in 
America. German servants are strong 
and willing, and move along in the 
same routine, never living off at a 
tauget, as the best Irish girl is prone 
to <lo at most inconvenient seasons. 
The houses are almost all apartm ent 
houses, with rooms all on one floor. 
No washing is done in tho house, 
not even the dish 
towels. 
Well 
regulated German families have the 
washing done once in three month.' 
only, but the American residents, not 
having such a supply of linen, send 
out the washing each week. Tho 
“ wasch frau” 
comes in from the 
country with her small cart, draw n 
by a dog, and with a huge basket on 
her back. Tho prices aro small, the 
family washing for 
our family of 
eight costing but about $2 a week. 
None of the broad is made in the 
hoaae. There is a bakeshop on every 
corner, and the bread is brought to 
the door every morning. The relia 


uro like the French rolls, ami are de­ 
licious. 
The 
zwei-hock or twice 
b iked bread is a small slico browned 
n each bide in tho oven, which 
makes it very crDp. The black bread 
c mes in long loaves, certainly half 
a yard long. 
It. is very nutritious, 
a id 
my children are very 
fond 
of it. 
it is the universal custom 
to give each servant one pound of 
coffee and one pound of bugar a 
month, and half a pound of bnt'er a 
week ; also u certain amount oi black 
bread daily. 
This they use for their 
own consumption. 
The cook docs 
the marketing and is perfectly trust­ 
worthy. 
Everyhing is bought in 
small quantities, and there is almost 
nothing left over from one day to an­ 
other. 
Nothing is wasted, and it is 
quite a study to see the various tempt­ 
ing ways in which rem nants are 
“ worked over.” 
Pieces of chicken 
hum and beef are all chopped to­ 
gether, and all sorts of meat cakes and 
croquettes are made. A very nice pie 
is made by alternate layers of this 
chopped meat and sliced potatoes, the 
top being covered with bread crumbs 
and the whole baked for half an hour. 
The kitchen is the prettiest room in 
the house. The white porcelain stove 
with its bright soucepans, the dishes 
ranged around tho room in dressers, 
the plants in the wiudows, and,above 
all, the cleanliness that prevails, com­ 
bine to make the room a most plead­ 
ing picture. A servant never objects 
to doing anything that is asked. 
Blacking the boots is a part of the 
regular work of the second girl. 
I 
have several times seen a servant out 
on tlis sidewalk helping to bring in 
the coal. It an errand is to be done 
the girl always goes out bareheaded, 
even going to market with nothing 
whatever for headgear. 
The l*edrooms have their peculiari­ 
ties. The Ix hIs arc narrow and short. 
Be>idos a large feather pillow there is 
a bard, wedge-shaped pillow under­ 
neath, which canses you to sit up in 
bed. Nothing will ¡térsuade a Ger­ 
man girl to leave it off. Nightly you 
remove it, nightly it reappears. The 
top sheet is tied on to a sort of pillow 
which is the sole coverlid. 
It would 
be comfortable if it were larger and 
not so fat. but it never will stay 
where it. belongs. If you pull it up 
over your shoulders your feet stick 
out; if you cover your feet your 
shoulders are cold, and if yon turn in 
bed it slides off altogethei\—[Good 
Housekeeping.

S a n F r a n c is c o , I>ccembcr28.—The 
large ex|>orting firm of George W. 
Meade & Co. made au assignment for 
the lienefit of their creditors without 
preference this afternoon. 
The an­ 
nouncement occasioned considerable 
surprise as the firm has been regarded 
as thoroughly solvent. 
In speaking 
about the m atter, George W. Meade 
said: 
“ I do not consider this in any 
sense a failure as we have large re­ 
sources on all sides, both in real es­ 
tate and in merchandise, and the 
business of the year now closing has 
been a vor/ profitable oue to us. 
The 
heavy demands upon us for goods in 
our linos from ■ all portions of the 
I’nitcd States during this fall com­ 
pelled our past heavy packing at all 
our various branches ai d packing­ 
houses in this Ptate. and also the 
heavy purchases at our Sat) Francisco 
office. 
For a long time wc found our­ 
selves unable to keep up as we had 
all told, some 1800 o{>eratb es at work 
Later in the season when the Eastern 
demand quieted down,whit |i is always 
customary at this season of -he year, we 
found ourselves with large accept­ 
ances and bills, m aturing nearly all 
at one time, and though we had 
abundant assets,we could not at onco 
realizo upon these to meet our engage­ 
ments. 
“ If I can have until July 
noxt. at the farthest,” said Meade, “ I 
can pay all demands. I have been 
doing a large business in the past few 
weeks. 
I think I’ve paid out over 
$2,000,000. The farmers and produc­ 
ers have got every cent due them , but 
I owe banks here and at Lob Angeles, 
Fresno and Santa Clara. ” The assign - 
ment was mado to Fran a Dalton. 
President 
of

Ex­ 
change. 
He 
said: 
“ I am 
sure 
that if he can only have a few 
months’ time, say until the March 
business is finished, lie can pay $2 5 0 
for every dollar ho owes.

The chief creditor is the Rank 
of California and I think they made a 
mistake in pressing him .

York agents. Meade is the wealthy 
one of the firm aud tbe banks now 
hold him good for their notes, i-e cause 
of their transactions.

According to the 8wi*s Journal of 
Ornithology, the Lammergeier, or Al­ 
pine vulture, may be regarded as ex­ 
tinct in Switzerland, A solitary fe­ 
male specimen dwelt for the last, 
five years on the Riotsehhom, in the 
Upper Valois, and esca|>ed countless 
attempts at capture. 
But a little time 
ago, when the severe weather set in, a 
poisoned fox was left below the cliff 
and proved a successful trap and the 
bird was found dead. The body was 
stalled and placed in a museum at 
Lausanne; it measured across the 
wings 2H meters, or neirly 88 
inches. Possibly oue or two solitary 
specimens may still linger in remote 
eyries, but it is quite certain that a 
nest is not to be found any longer, so 
that this much dreaded species may 
he considered to have disappeared 
within the Swiss territory.

8 M. Dainen and Curtis Zan- 
kea. _ All bills are to be presented 
within three months. Dividends are 
to be declared monthly. The title 
papers have been recorded. 
The 
Legislature passed a resolution, bv a 
vote of 28 to 11, that it was the 
seme of the Assembly that the nets of 
the King in veto ng the two bills re­ 
lating to the abolishing of the office of 
Governors was unconstitutional, au<l 
a committee of thirteen from the As­ 
sembly and a committee of the Cabi­ 
net waited upon the King and notified 
him of tlie fact. The King referred 
them to the Judges for their opinion 
on the question. 
A letter from one of 
the nobles says that if the King does 
not assent to the acts of the present 
legislature, he will be dethroned and 
a provisional government substituted. 
Bo limited is the state of these islands 
that those most concerned in the 
Kingdom’s prosperity are favoring 
annexation to the United States, and 
tne feeling in this respect is spread­ 
ing among all classes.

D e a k S ik : T ne in q u in es regarding 
th e cultivation of sugar beets in C ali­ 
fornia, anti m y intentions as to th e 
election of factories, have becom e so 
numerous th a t it is utterly im possible 
to send a sep arate w ritten reply to 
each individual. 
I l ave, therefore, 
framed th is letter w hich em braces all 
the necessary inform ation th a t I am 
prepared to give a t th e present tim e. 
M y belief is th a t th e cultivation of 
sugar beets will soon be one of the 
largest agricultural pursuits, n o t only 
in C alifornia but in all th e W estern 
States and T erritories, both soil and 
clim ate being m ore favorable to the 
purpose th a n even in (rerm any. 
The 
failure in th e past to m anufacture su­ 
gar from beets, on a paying basis, has 
been m ainly d ue to th e absence of the 
best av ailable m achinery. 
H ie beets 
that w ere grow n h ave been suitable 
for the p u rp o e b u t th e m achinery 
has b een deficient. This, how ever, 
w ill be obviated in the future, as 1 
have secu red th e rig h t for th e w ho e 
of th e U n ited States, of all th e latest 
m echanical appliances and m anufact­ 
uring m ethods th at are now in use in 
Germ any, which is th e largest aud 
m ost success ful beet sugar producin 
country in th e world. 
The soil best ad ap ted for growing 
b e ets is a rich, sandy loam . 
i m ust not be grown successively 
in the sam e soil, an d they m ust never 
be m anured* I .an d th at has produced 
a crop of beets should l>e p lan ted in 
grain th e n e x t year, then m anured 
and plantoi again in grain, an d in the 
third year it m ay be replanted with 
beets, b a t m ust n o t be m anured that 
year. Thus a farm of 150 acres would 
enable a farm er to grow fifty acres of 
sugar beets in each year, and I th in k 
I m ay safely say th at th e fifty acres 
planted in beets will prove m ore prof­ 
itable each year th an the w hole of the

T he price 
of beets w ill be determ ined by the 
percentage of saccharine m atter th at 
th ey contain, a few beets being taken 
from ea ch load a s delivered a t th e fac­ 
tory, for analysis—th e result of th at 
analysis form ing the basis upon which 
each load shall be paid for. 
By this 
m eans th e best beets will ob tain the 
best price, and th e farm er will be e n ­ 
couraged to careful cultivation. 
I propose to erect one factory at 
W atsonville, at a cost of ab o u t $400,­ 
0001 w hich will be in full operation by 
Septem ber 1, 1888. 
This factory will 
consum e 350 tons oí beets in every 24 
hours, b u t be doubled by th e follow­ 
ing year. 
A t present it w ill require 
100 cords of wood and seven tons of 
lim e d aily during the four o r five 
m onths th at it is in operation. 
This 
w iii show th e necessity for having 
good supplies of wood and lim e close 
to the factory, w hich should also be 
near to a line of railroad or to suitable 
water fac lilies for shipm ent of raw 
sugar to San Francisco. 
T he lim e is 
a good fertilizer an d can lie returned 
to th e soil again. T he pulp from tho 
beets can be fed to cattle and will 
keep th em in fine condition. 
Before erecting a factory anyw here 
1 m ust be guaranteed th at a t least 
2500 acres w ill be planted in beets 
every y ear for a definite num ber of 
years. 
1 m ust also be assured of suf­ 
ficient supplies of wood, w ater, and 
lim e in the neighborhood, a n d good 
transportation facilities. 
It requires 
from fifteen to tw enty pounds of beet 
seed to plant an acre of ground. 
The 
seed costs ten cents per ¡>ound in Ger­ 
m any an d w ould probably cost twelve 
oents per pound here. 
1 am im port­ 
ing tw enty-five tons, w hich are now 
on the w ay, a n d som e of th is will be 
d istrib u ted gratuitously, 
in 
sm all 
packages, to those who desire to ex 
perient on th eir farm s. 
B ut I shall 
expect in retu rn th at those who do 
make such experim ents from seed 
that I give them , will send m e sam ­ 
ples of th e beets w hich th e y grow, 
and of the soil in w hich they are 
grow n, for th e purpose of an alysis. It 
m u st be rem em bered th at th e large 
beets are not th e best for m aking su­ 
gar. 
If th e soil be very rich tiic beets 
sh o u ld n ot be planted m ore th an four 
inches ap art in th e rows. 
If the soil 
be of good quality tho beets should l«e 
six inches ai-art in tho rows, and 
eig h t inches a g art if the soil bo n ot so 
good. 
T he row s should alw ays bo 
six teen inches a p art from one an­ 
other. 
A factory w ill coet about $325,000, 
hat, for the first one. som e of th e m a­ 
ch in ery m ust be im ported from G er­ 
m an y . 
.Subsequently I anticipate no 
difficulty in its being m anufactured in 
th is country. 
A site of from th irty to 
forty acres is necessary 
w herever 
each factory is ereeted, so a s to give 
am ple room for th e large q u an tity of 
m achinery a n d buildings, also for the 
prom pt handling of the great num ber 
of wagons th a t will be delivering 
beets at th e sam e tim e, so th at the 
w agons m ay nor. bo delayed and the 
work of the farm ers im peded. 
It is im possible yet to determ ine 
w h ere factories should be loos ted, 
I 
have received invitations from all 
sections of C alifornia, Oregon and 
W ashington T orriterylto visit differ­ 
ent localities, and I will endeavor to 
do so as quickly as possible. 
From 
th e foregoing rem arks, how ever, you 
will be able to form an idea of w hat is 
essentia! to the erection of a factory. 
Such inform ation as I h av e indicated, 
if forw arded to m e in conjunction 
w ith sam ples of soils a n d beets, will 
m aterially assist me in locating the 
sites oi futura factories.

Dr. Hagan, the HealMi Officer, han 
prepared the following description of 
the water supply of this city: 
There aro three systems of domes 
tic water supply in tlio city, namely : 
City Water Works, Citizens’ Water 
Company and Mountain Water Com­ 
pany. 
The City Water Works supply do- 
• mostic water fur the least elevated 
S 
ort ions of the city, including the 
usincss part of the city. This com­ 
pany gets its supply from Crystal 
Springs, a natural reservoir or lake 
nome five miles ap the Lo 
Angelí 
River. This supply ¡«evidently kepi 
up by the water filtering ilitougU thy 
ground from the river. The water is 
clear and of very good quality. From 
this fountain the 
water 
is con­ 
ducted 
in 
an 
under-ground 
flume 
to 
a 
large 
reservoir 
on the hill north of the city. 
The 
reservoir contains twenty millions of 
gallons, and the water is distributed 
from this reservoir in pipos to con­ 
sumers. 
The Citizen’s Water Company sup­ 
plier the higher elevations, including 
the hills in the north western part oí 
the city. Their supply is taken from 
the Los Angeles river some ten mile- 
above the city, and conducted from 
its sou ee to ii reservoir located in tbo 
city east of the Sister’s Hospital. The 
water is then forced by steam pumps 
to a large distributing reservoir two 
hundred feet above its source. These, 
reservoirs, both receiving and dis­ 
tributing, 
are 
roofed 
over, and 
also 
protected 
from 
drain­ 
age from 
the 
surrounding land 
This company is now supplied with 
Hyatt’s filter, one of the finest filter­ 
ing machines in the United States. 
Thefr water supply is now abundant, 
pure and wholesome. 
The Mountain Water Company is a 
n e w company whoso pipes have just 
readied East Los Angeles. 
fhe 
water supply comes from the mount­ 
ains, first supplying the town of Gar- 
v a n z a , then reaching and supplying a 
portion of the citizens of East 1/js An­ 
geles. 


WELLS, 
A very considerable proportion of 
tho citizens are yot supplied with well 
water for domestic use, the pipes from 
water works not having reached them. 
Well water here, like woll water else­ 
where, is 
good 
and had, owing 
mainly to cleanly or uncleanly sur­ 
roundings. 
No supply of drinking 
water, in any country, is so apt to lie 
impure as well water. A well is liable 
to drain tho surface of earth around 
it oaual to three times its depth, 
which area often incudes stables, 
privies and cess-pools, the contents 
of which may percolate through tho 
ground to the well, converting the 
water into a dangerous poison. 
Un­ 
fortunately fluid excrement and other 
foul substances that pollute the soil 
around a well do not change the ap­ 
pearance of the water, und very rare­ 
ly the taste any jierccptible extent, 
and many continue to pollute tlie 
water from year to yoar without a 
suspicion of its poisonous character. 
Not only the greatest care should lie 
taken to keep surface water out of 
wells, but the infiltration through the 
ground from manure piles, privies

all the best fruit that ever grow on 
the tree of human wisdom. It is in 
its'all*permeating power like the lit­ 
tle germ of leaven which, although so 
small in itself, will so surely effect 
every atom of mass into which it may 
bs introduced. . 
But the leavening power requires 
time. 
When this radical and immor­ 
tal truth of statesm anship was first in­ 
troduced into American statecraft the 
mass into which it was so injected 
needed leavening almost as much as 
had it been made a part of the statute 
law of England or France, instead oi 
being made a coruer-stone in the 
Governmental fabric of the new Re­ 
public. 
Americans of that day were 
mostly 
immigrants 
from 
those 
countries 
ruled 
by 
the 
state­ 
craft of the Old Morid. 
Most of 
the 
colonista 
had 
made 
but 
little real progress in the way of clear­ 
ing their minds of ihe prejudices they 
had imbibed with every lesson they 
had learned in their youth. The pres­ 
ence of this great principle in our or­ 
ganic law is evidence that a few minds 
had become cleared on this point. 
Had the general mass seen w hat was 
to 
grow out of 
the 
few 
Bhort 
sentences it 
is 
safe to 
assume 
most 
vigorous 
opposition 
would 
have been raised. But the leaven was 
not understood, and so it was ul 
lowed to be introduced into the mass 
of the new statecraft. Tho leavening 
process began, and during the century 
of the Republic great progress liu 
been made in this respect. But there 
is room for a great «leal mo.e influ­ 
ence to be exercised in this direction. 
We do not derquHr. 
Long as the time 
has been and despite the fact that there 
remains a large proportion oi 
the 
mass which has heretofore been too 
obdurate to yield to the force of this 
living principle, yet in time all will 
yield, and the entire mass of Ameri- 
cán citizenship will become perfectly 
homogeneous in this as in all other 
elements of its composition. 
The principle is simple enough. It 
is that the home, the church and the 
State, has 
each 
its 
sphere 
of 
action, and its work to do. They are 
not to step beyond their bounds 
and one invade the territory of the 
other. The business of the Ktate is 
plain—to secure to each citizen ‘life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
That is all politics should roncera 
itself with. Law makers .should care­ 
fully draw a line at that. Tim home 
is tho school of morality. The Church 
is the guardian of religion. The State 
is to insure hum an rights. State­ 
craft should 
not meddle directly 
or indirectly with the church's sphere 
of religion. It is not to invade the 
home and teach morals—as such. 
The spheres m ay touch, but they 
should not overlap. The point about 
a law is not th a t it should Ire conso­ 
nant with the creed of any church : 
nor is it that the law should be moral. 
It should not be immoral—granted 
But 
that 
is 
not 
the 
rule by 
which to judge 
it. 
Politics 
is 
concerned 
with 
justice 
between 
man and man. 
W hen to each man 
life is made secure, liberty is pro­ 
tected and the pursuit of happiness 
made easy as can l>e, the work of the 
statesman or politician is «lone. The 
law is not warranted in an attem pt to 
suppress all immorality. An offense 
against the law is not necessarily im ­ 
morality. 
A man may break the law 
and not be guilty of immorality. Ho 
commits a crime. And by committing 
a crime he m ay do a moral act. Ly­ 
ing is immoral. 
But a law to sup 
press lying, simply as lying, would 
l>e bad politics, bad siutesnianshii' 
it would be the Act of fool. 
And if 
the law is not to meddle with thingi 
as moral or immoral, still more nec­ 
essary is it th a t statesmen and j»oli- 
ticians should, while exercising the 
functions of such, keep all religious 
creeds, 
dogmas, 
tenets, opinions 
views and prejudices out of their 
minds. 
Religion deals with a higher 
sphere than mere morality. Religion 
deals with the soul, with eternal 
things. The law deal:» with the body, 
with bodily acts, with teinj>oralitieH, 
wilh material things. 
An offense 
against religion is sin. Statesmanship 
does not know there is such a thing 
as sin. 
Statecraft cannot make man 
moral nor religious. A human statute 
cannot roach the soul. 
Its sanctions 
cannot be made to rouch evon man’s 
mind. They are inflicted bn the body 
or its lielongings. 
You cannot make 
laws 
to reform men 
in 
morals 
nor 
laws 
to 
convert 
men 
to 
spiritual 
righteousness. 
And relig­ 
ion should guard its sacred functions 
and maintain the purity of its heav 
eniy origin from mingling in affairs

In Judge Gardiner's court the case 
of police officer S. G. Morton, charged 
with a*Baulting with a deadly weapon 
ono Mrs. Alice A. Bragg, was called 
at 10 a. m.

kept looking around. 
I went to tho 
boy and asked Anson if he had dono 
the 
work 
ho 
had 
been set to 
do but 
he did not say anything. 
A 3 soon as I asked this Martin 
stepped up to him nnd told m y son 
to come with him . 
1 asked him* 
what he was going to do. 
l ie said, 
"I am going to take him to the sta ­ 
tion.” 
I replied, ‘‘W ell, 110 you are 
not.” 1 diu not know what it m eant. 
When 1 replied to him lie put his 
band in his pocket anti drew out a 
revolver, cocked it and pointed it at 
my head, saying, “ Y ouinterfere and 
I II put. a bullet through you.” 
Mrs. 
Abilla, w ho was at m y house, then 
stepped up by m e and ho told us if 
either of us interfered ho would put it 
through both of us. 
The pistol was a 
small one and was cocked. 
H e was 
very clofco to m e w hen lie pointed the 
pistol at my face.

star, neither did Í know lie was a jh>- 
liceman. 
lie uid not say he was an 
officer.

harm as he had done just what lie 
was ordered to do. 


ANSON NI.ÜSSOK 
being sworn, testified: 1 Jive with 
Mrs. Bragg. 
1 am her brother and 
^adopted sou. 
I know Mr. .VI or ton by 
Sight. 
About 1 o ’clock on tlio I2ih 
day of December I wre handling 
manure and dum ping it in tho lot on 
Pico street, belonging to I>r. Braggs, 
lie cante to me and took m e to his 
house, where he tied iny horse and 
then finished his dinner. 
We then 
took the hort<e and cart to the barn 
When w e got there, and w hile I was 
at the horse’s head, Mrs. Braggs and 
Mrs. Abilla cam e out. 
H e cam e up 
and put his hand on m y shoulder and 
pulled out his pistol saying, "come 
with m e and if they interfere 1 will 
put a hole through them .” 
H e never 
told me he was an officer.

sec a star, and did not know J

W hen he drew the 
pistol he cocked it. 
Mrs. Braggs had 
a broom but did not threaten to strike 
anv one. 
She held it up just as she 
did when she le ft the house.

Being called by the prosecution, tes'i- 
tled : 
I live on East Pico street. 1 do 
m l know the defendant, but rem em ­ 
ber of seeing him . 
H e is tire man 
who committed the assault on Mrs. 
Braggs. 
About 1 o ’clock on the 12th 
of December I was at .Mrs. 
Dr. 
Braggs’ house, and she said som ething 
about Anson, th e l>oy. 
I looked out. 
and saw him com ing hom e, and this 
man walking by his side. 
I w ent out 
on the porch,and Mrs. Braggs stepjied 
out and asked the boy if be bad done 
the work. 
Before the lioy could say 
anything the man took hold of him 
an'dsai t- 
‘‘Come along with m e.” 
Mrs. Braggs asked him where he was 
was going to take him . 
Ho said to 
the station. 
She then said, “ No. you 
will n o t.” 
Ife then drew liis pistol, 
cocked 
it, 
and 
pointing 
it in 
her 
tace, 
said, 
“ If you 
inter­ 
fere 
1 
will put a hole through 
you.” 
I stepped between them and 
he then sa id : 
‘‘And you too.” 
H e 
then turned to the boy and sa id : 
‘‘W alk up sir. 
If you don’t I ’ll put a 
ball through you .” 
Cross-exam ined—H e took th e pistol 
from a back pocket and cocked it. 


D R . BRAGGS 
Testified: .The boy was carting m an­ 
ure from iny 
stable to m y orchard 
and vineykrd. 
1 have been dumping 
manure on the lot referred to for some 
tim e. 
We scattered it and ploughed 
it under. 


OFFIC ER H. G . MORTON 
Being introduced testified on his own 
b eh a lfa s follows: 
On the 12thof 
Decem ber, 1887, 1 arret-tod Anson 
Slosson for violating the city garbage 
ordinance. 
H e was dum ping manure 
near my house on East Pico street. 
1 
had several tim es warned him against 
such nets,but there was no heed paid to 
it. 
I took tho boy to tho house and 
told him to put up the horse. 
Ho un­ 
hooked a tug. Then Mrs. Braggs came 
out, and without saying a word went 
to th e boy. 
I could not hoar wlmt 
she said. 
Anson then rehooked the 
trace ami took up a fork.

During the afternoon session a num ­ 
ber of witnesses were called and testi­ 
fied to the character of Mr. Morton 
all very em phatically stating that he 
was a peaceable and quiet m an, and 
so rega/ded in the com m unity in 
which ho had lived.

At 4 1*. m. the ca so w as g iv e n to th e 
ju ry , w h ich soon re tu rn e d w ith a v e r­ 
d ic t of n o t g u ilty .

fbe Chicago. Santa Fe and Cali­ 
fornia Extension of the Santa 
Fe—Other Notea. 


On th« Chicago, Santa F6 and Cali­ 
fornia Rt.ilroad extension of tho Atch­ 
ison, Topeka anil Santa Fé system 
track has boon completed from Chi­ 
cago to Fort Madison, Iowa, 237 miles, 
giving a now line from Chicago to the 
Mississippi river, much of the way 
parallel to the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy. It will be opened for 
buuiaoss in a lew weeks. Tho entire 
line from Chicago to Kansas City, 468 
miles, is being rapidly pushed to com­ 
pletion, and will probably be finished 
early in February. The great, bridge 
across the Mississippi river at Fort 
Madison is entirely completed, and 
the still greater structure over the 
Missouri river at Sibley is well under 
way. The road is laid with sevonty 
]K>und Bteel rails, with 2.992 ties to 
the mile, and is being built with very- 
low grades. From Chicago to Ancona, 
111., 100 miles, tho old line of tha 
Chicago ami St. Louis company, 
which was purchased, is used but the 
road has been entirely rebuilt. From 
Ancona to Fort Madison, 137 miles, 
there are only two grado crossings of 
other roadsw hile there are eight 
over or under crossings, which have 
been built in the most substantial 
manner at heavy exj>ense, costing not 
far from $40.000 each. The remainder 
of the lino to Kansas City íb being 
built in the nnrae perfect and expen­ 
sive manner and it is evidently in­ 
tended to make fast time and to com­ 
pete strongly for business when the 
lifce ía fairlv opened, iu two or throe 
months.—-{Rail way Age.

Yet. his life’s work, in spit 
apparent scrappiness, had an inner 
unity which we can nest exp oss by 
using a title which he did n< t timself 
fully accept, and calling him a trans- 
cendentalist.

This formed 
the true analogy between Carlyle’s 
position and Emerson’s, that they 
each assumed the moral government 
of the world without appealing to any 
revelation. 
This assumption, of 
course, gives the lieau role to a 
rophet; he can ‘‘assert eternal 
Vovidenco” 
and 
invite 
man­ 
kind to mighty destinies, without lay­ 
ing himself ojien, as the orthodox 
champion must needs do, to tho as­ 
saults of historical or scientific criti­ 
cism. Nor, on tho other hand, is tie 
crippled (as is the scientific or agnos­ 
tic preacher, a Huxley or a George 
Eliot) by the perpetual neod for bal­ 
anced, cautionary phrases, lest one 
should lead mankind into a fool’s 
paradise or supply them with unreal 
motives for action. Those transccn* 
dentalists have not, indeed, made up 
their minds to believe against evi­ 
dence, like the champions of papal 
infallibility and the like; but they 
have made up their minds to be­ 
lieve without evidence — without 
evidence in the objective, scientific 
sense of the word, though, as they 
conceive with abundant evidence with­ 
in themselves of tho subjective kind. 
They push their assumptions to very 
different lengths, from Carlyle at the 
one end of tho series to IMotinus at 
¡be other; but essentially the position 
is all tho same, an appeal to spiritual 
verities without verification. 
Carlyle assumes as litllc as jiossible 
—only infinities aud eternities in a 
general way, and a sort of fiual tri­ 
umph of right, you can hardly proph­ 
esy on less thnu that. Emerson, on 
the other hand—«haH we say with a 
shallower or with a deeper insight 
into the eternal problems?—was ready 
at once to behove a groat deal moro 
than this himself, and to encourage 
you. on your part, to believe pretty 
nearly whatever you had a fancy for,
